T H E N E W P A C I F IC CABLE. 


Through the genius of the late John W. Mackay, the United States is 
pow In direct communication with Manila so that it will 
no 
longer 
be 
necessary to send dispatches over ca blea controlled by other nations. 
The transmission of a cable message to the Philippines is a simple m a t ­ 
ter co mpared to w hat it w as w hen Dewey sm ash ed the Spanish fleet in th at 
far-away capital. 
He cut the cable by 
which 
the* Asiastic continent 
was 
connected with Manila possibly us much to be relieved 
from 
slily 
orders 
from W ash in g to n as for stra tge tlc purposes. 
Hut at th a t time co m m u n ic a ­ 
tion with Manila from W ashington could be ha d only by 
co m m u n ic atin g 
through ab out sixteen se pa ra te stations, a distanc e of 14,000 miles. 
Congress had considered a s m a n y as twelve bills relative to a 
Pacific 
cable, but nothing practical w as done. 
There w as contention a m o n g rival 
concerns and this combined with the peed of a large approp riation delayed 
definite action. 
Finally th e late John W. M ackay offered to build the cable w ithou t an y 
government bounty, prior to the incorporation of the C ommercial ( ‘able c o m ­ 
pany, of which he was the guiding sp'Ht, Hie rate p er word for a message 
from New' York to Manila was $2.25 a word. 
After a time this was reduced 
to $1.66 with the hope of causi ng the governm ent to a b andon the idea of a 
new Pacific cable. 
But the new c o m p a n y bound itself not to ch a rg e more 
than a dollar a word from San Fra ncisco to China aud the same rate from 
San Francisco to Marilla a n d f>0 cents from San Francisco to Honolulu, the 
last rate to be reduced within tw o years to 35 cents a word. 
T he la ying of the cable acro ss th e Pacific ha s show n that the av e ra g e 
depth is about th ree miles iii some places, while in other places the depth 
Is over four miles. 
The sudden elevations encountered show that the bottom 
of the sea is alm ost as uneven a s is t h e surface of the land. 
A peculiar thing about the tran sm ission of messa ges to Manila is th a t 
they seem to go backward in time. This will be un derstood from the fact 
that time comes earlier tow a rds the east in the proportion of one h our for 
ev ery flfeen degrees. 
Hence a m essage s t a r t n g from Boston a t 5 a. rn. t o ­ 
day would arrive a t Honolulu at ll p. rn. yeste rday an d a t Manila at 6. p. 
prr. today. 
It would pass to India an d re turn to New York by th e old line 
cables hefore 6 a. rn. of the name duy. 
This cable will prove of great advantage to the United tales in offering 
facility for reasonably cheap communication without depending 
upon 
the 
cables of foreign and, It may be, unfriendly governments. This ad vantage has 
been made available thus early through the enterprise of the late Mr. Mackay 
more than all others combined.

itary conditions follow. 
The d a n g e r ­ 
ous part of the sew age of the. hu m an 
body is represented by the ptomaines, 
the result of bacterial activity; an d 
the 
leucomaines, 
the n o rm a l waste 
products, and if either of these are de­ 
layed in their elimination through de­ 
fect or disease of the lungs, liver or 
kidneys, to x aem ia alw ays results. The 
three principal functions which 
the 
h u m a n lindy performs 
are nutrition, 
elimination and reproduction, and this 
article treats of perversion of the sec­ 
ond of these. 
Paradox ical a s It m a y 
see m It is ne vertheless true th a t in 
ord er to live the h u m a n body is all 
the time dying. 
E very m in u te w o rn ­ 
out cells are dy in g and being cast nut 
of the body in the excretions an d new 
cells are g enera ted to tn k e ,th eir place. 
So rapid is this process th at physiol­ 
ogists tell us th a t our lindies renew' 
themselves every seven years. 
it is now a well-established fact th a t 
nu to-intnxieat lo n 
m a y 
be 
b ro u g h t 
about In at 
least two general ways, 
a n d that 
m a n y different 
w aste p ro ­ 
d u cts may, u n d e r certain conditions of 
the system, e n te r Into its causation. 
The researches of Professor Chittenden 
of

proved th a t self-poisoning 
m a y 
oc­ 
cur by reason of the ov er-production 
of the no rm al excretory products of 
tho tissues or from la"k of a speedy 
elimination of these w aste 
products. 
We now k n o w th at 
w h a t Is 
called 
metabo lism 
those 
physiological 
fu n c ­ 
tions by which both the upbuilding of 
the body is maintained, and the p ro d ­ 
ucts of Its disintegratio n a re rendered 
h a rm less

r e m o v e d —is 
made 
up 
of a series of delicate and 
intricate 
processes. 
W e 
know' 
also 
th a t 
the 
ne rvous sy ste m is very susceptible to 
the Influence of both 
ptomaines and 
perverted leucomaines an d It is th ere­ 
fore reasonable to conclude that 
the 
g ra v e sy m p to m s a c c o m p a n y in g to x a e ­ 
mia are due to a d istu rbance of the 
ne rvou s m ec h a n is m by such poisons. 
W e have long understood that 
the 
produ cts 
of 
bacterial 
infection 
the 
p tomaines -are m a n y of th em deadly 
poisons closely resembling the effects 
of morphine, st ry ch n in e and other poi­ 
sonous alkaloids. 
We are now also a s ­ 
sured 
that 
the 
leucomaines, 
w aste 
products which are the result of the 
d ls ti nte gra tlo n of the 
nuclei 
of 
the 
wornout tissue cells are capable, u n ­ 
der certain distu rb ed 
conditions 
of 
metabolism, 
Of 
being converted 
into 
toxic 
su b s ta n c e s 
which 
cause 
a u t o ­ 
intoxication. 
The 
most 
im p o rta n t 
leucomaines are closely nilled to uric 
acid and are classified by chemists as 
“ the uric acid group.” 
Of 
the 
pro. 
cesses atten d in g the elaboration and 
elimination 
of 
these 
waste 
produ cts 
we know' little, 
but 
Mlnkofskl, 
to 
w'hom we are Indebted for much of 
our knowledge, h as state d th a t several 
of them, when injected Into the veins 
of a dog. cause vomiting, malaise, an d 
a ft e r a few d a y s death. 
It has lately been determined that a m ­ 
monium carbamate Is formed to a greater 
or less extent in every organ and tissue 
of t tie bodv while they are in a state of 
activity: that 
so long as the liver is 
capable of performing its function the 
carbamates are converted Into urea and 
excreted In tile urine; but that if from 
any cause the function of the liver be­ 
comes disturbed the carbamate of am m o­ 
nium accumulates in 
the system and 
causes auto-intoxication. 
Acetone is an­ 
other waste product due to ceil metabo­ 
lism. more especially to decomposition of 
tile fat globules. 
Tills substance is pro 
duood bv the breaking down of the fat of 
Ute body or by the decomposition of fat 
food 
When these functions are perverted 
acetone appears In the urine. 
This is 
especially pronounced in fasting and in 
other conditions of the system in which 
a rapid combustion of the fatty tissues is 
taking place, and its prevention is brought 
about by guarding the fat by a liberal 
diet of starches and sugars. 
In conclusion we are justified in saving 
that not only are certain ptomaines decid­ 
edly toxic to the system at all times, but 
a l s o that many of tile leucomaines, when 
permitted to accumulate within the body 
in undue amount either through inter­ 
ference with their elimination or with 
their conversion by oxidation Into barm- 
less exerenientittous substances, are ca­ 
llable, under diseased conditions, of set­ 
ting up un auto-intoxication, that 
dis 
turbaned of metabolism will result, arni 
that a great variety of symptoms may 
arise because the nervous system is espe­ 
cially sensitive to tile effects of such tox­ 
ins 
Hence I’hlttenden lias concluded that 
so long as the normal rythiu of metabol­ 
ism is maintained and the organs of se­ 
cretion and excretion perform their func­ 
tions normally there is little to lie feared, 
but that so soon as these functions are 
pi r e n ted self-poisoning may result.

was not nearly so had as it sounded 
So, 
too. this editorial, while It semis to savor 
of the “pennv dreadful style,” yet we a s ­ 
sure tile render that it is not so dreadful

There Is little to fear from 
auto-intoxlcatlon 
because simple meas 
ilia s w ill prevent it 
One lins only to 
guard against overeating and to work or 
exercise enough out of doors to burn up 
what is eaten. 
Bodily activity In 
the 
ojien air Is the essential factor in its pre­ 
vention, 
An over-stuffed. Inactive body is 
a dogged body. 
A clogged body Is in the 
first stage of auto-intoxication.’

"The Indians, to begin with, do not 
hunt deer for the pleasure of h u n tin g 
They go for deer as a housekeeper goes 
to mar ket for beef, and. w hat's more— 
in British Columbia, at any r a t e —they 
don’t go often. 
Salmon ate plentiful iii 
the rivers and easily (aught. 
So why 
chase anim als when they can secure 
fish?

There the prevailing fish. 
as you might say, is cod, and, though 
there is no end to the variety of edible 
fish that can be taken, the na tiv es nev 
er think of eating a n y th ing else.

This Is so Ingrained that they 
call codfish 'fish' simply. 
The gen u s is

T H E N E W P A C I F I C CABLE. 


T h ro ugh the genius of the late Jo h n W. Mackay, 
frow In direct com munication with Manila so th a t It 
necessary to send dispatches over cables controlled by other nations. 
The tr ansm ission of a cable message to the Philippines Is a simple m a t ­ 
ter compared to w ha t it was w hen Dewey sm ashed the Span ish fleet In that 
far-aw ay capital. 
He cut the cable by which the A s i a t i c continent was 
connected with Manila jtossibly as m uc h to be relieved 
from 
silly 
orders 
from W a sh in g to n as for stratg etlc purposes. 
But at th a t time com m u n ic a ­ 
tion with Manila from W a shington could be had only by 
co mm unic atin g 
t h r o u g h about sixteen separate stations, a distance of 14,000 miles. 
Congress had considered a s m a n y aa twelve bills relative to a 
Pacific 
cable, b ut nothing practical was done. 
The re was contention among rival 
concerns an d this combined with the need of a large appro pria tio n delayed 
definite action. 
Finally the late J ohn W. M ackay offered to build the cable without any 
g o v e rn m e n t bounty, prior to the Incorporation of the Commercial Cable c o m ­ 
pany, of which he w as the guiding spirit, the rate per word for a message 
fro m New* York to Manila was $2.25 a word. 
After a time this was reduced 
to $1.66 with the hope of causing th e govern m ent to ab a n d o n the idea of a 
n e w Pacific; cable. 
But the new c o m p a n y bound itself not to c h a rg e more 
t h a n a dollar a word from San F rancisco to China and the s a m e r a t e from 
Ban Franci sco to Manila a n d SO cents from San Francisco to Honolulu, the 
last rate to be reduced within tw o y e a rs to 35 cents a word. 
The laying of, the cable acro ss th e Pacific ha s shown that the average 
d e p th is about three miles In some places, while In oth er places the depth 
Is over four miles. 
T he sudden elevations encountered show th at the bottom 
of the sea is a lm ost a s uneven as is t h e surfa ce of the land. 
A peculiar th ing ab out the transm ission of messag es to Manila 1h that 
t h e y seem to go b a c kw ard In time. This will be understood from th e fact 
t h a t tRne comes earlier tow a rds the east in the proportion of one hour for 
e v e ry flfeen degrees. 
Hence a m e ssa ge s t a r i n g from Boston at 5 a. rn. to ­ 
d a y would arr ive a t Honolulu a t ll p. in. ye ste rda y an d a t Manila at 6. p. 
in. today. 
It would pass to India a n d re t u r n to New York by the old line 
cables before 6 a. rn. of the sa m e day. 
This cable will prove of gre at a d v a n t a g e to the United fates In offering 
facility for reasonably cheap c om m unic atio n with out dep en ding 
upon 
the 
cables of foreign and, it m a y be, unfr iendly governments. This a d v a n t a g e has 
been made available th u s early th rough the enterprise of th e late Mr. Mackay 
mor e than all others combined.

T h e y have evolved a system, 
this hu n tsm an says, that shows jirac- 
tlcal skill and s y m p a th y and knowledge 
of n atu ral conditions 
He says; 
"The Indians, to begin with, do not 
hunt deer for the pleasure of hun ti ng 
They go for deer as a housekeeper goes 
to mar ke t for beef, and, w h a t's more 
In British Columbia, at an y r a t e - t h e y 
d on’t go often. 
Salmon are plentiful In 
the rivers and easily caught. 
So why 
ch ase animals when they t a n secure 
fish? 
It is something as it is in N e w ­ 
foundland. where I w en t a coujile of 
seasons ago, 
There the prevailing fish, 
as you might say, is cod, and, though 
there is no end to the variety of edible 
fish that can lie taken, th e natives nev­ 
er think of eating a n y th i n g else 
Cod 
la plentiful, and they form the habit, I 
suppose. This is po ingrained that they 
call codfish 'fish' simply. 
The genus Is 
divided into cod and the rest of fish. 
"Well, when the British Columbia I n ­ 
dian mak es up his mind for venison he 
goes at it systematically and without 
sentiment. 
A group of half a dozen or 
ten men split and take either end of a 
valley. 
Then they proceed along the 
mountain slope from the two ends to 
the center. 
They choose the sheltered 
side of the valley, which the deer seek 
to escajie the wind. 
Each p a rt y covers 
the moun tain side, some n e a r the foot 
and some at the top and others between 
the line, keeping ab reas t by an i m it a t­ 
ed owl hoot. The deer on 'winding' pu r 
suit have a trick of leaping a w a y down 
the slope, unlike the gouts, which go 
up. and thus between the two a p p r o a c h ­ 
ing parties they are sw ept toget her at 
the middle of the valley. 
A good sized 
herd will thus be killed off, an d the I n ­ 
dian* are supplied for m a n y weeks by 
two or three days' exertion."

T H E NKW PA OI FIC CARLE. 


Through the genius of the late John W. Mackay, the United States is 
now in direct communication with Manila so that It will 
no 
longer 
be 
necessary to send dispatches over cables controlled by other nations. 
The transmission of a cable message to the Philippines is a simple m a t­ 
te r compared to w hat it was when Dewey smashed the Spanish fleet in that 
far-aw ay capital. He cut the cable by which the Asiastie continent was 
connected with Manila possibly aa much to be relieved from 
silly 
order? 
from W ashington as for stratgetie purposes. 
Rut at that time communica­ 
tion with Manila from W ashington could be had only by 
communa Ring 
through about sixteen separate stations, a distance of 14,000 miles. 
Congress had considered as many as twelve bills relative to a Pacific 
cable, but nothing practical was done. There wan contention among rival 
concerns and this combined with the need of a large appropriation delayed 
definite action. 
Finally the late John W. Mackay offered to build the cable without any 
government bounty, prior to the incorporation of the Commercial Cable com* 
pany, of which be was the guiding spirit, the rate per w-ord for a message 
from New York to Manila was $2.25 a word. 
After a time this w as reduced 
to 11.66 with the hope of causing the government to abandon I he idea of a 
new Pacific cable. 
But the new com pany bound itself not to charge more 
than a dollar a word from San Francisco to China and the same rate from 
Ban Francisco to Manila and 60 cents from San Francisco to Honolulu, the 
last rate to be reduced within two years to 35 cents a word. 
The laying of the cable across the Pacific has shown that the average 
depth is about three miles In some places, while in other places the dVpth 
Is over four miles. 
The sudden elevations encountered show that the bottom 
of the sea is almost as uneven as is th e surface of the land. 
A peculiar thing about the transmission of messages to Manila la that 
they seem to go backw ard In time. This will be understood from the fact 
that time comes earlier towards the east in the proportion of one hour tor 
every flfeen degrees. 
Hence a message sta rtn g from Boston at 5 a. rn, to- 
flay would arrive at Honolulu at ll p. rn. yesterday and at Manila at 6. p. 
to. today. It would pass to India and return to New York by the old line 
tables before 6 a. rn. of the same day. *
